It is necessary to bring sharply 
to the attention of the entire Party 
that trade union work in itself will 
not raise the political level of our 
membership nor the class conscious- 
ness of the workers.

Last Wednesday, with the tem- 
perature 11 below zero, the boys were 
sent to dynamite rocks at a Site 11 
miles from camp. The truck stalled 
in the heavy snow drifts, and they 
were forced to return to camp. 
Lieut. Cleaver, camp health officer, 
declared it was entirely too cold for 
the boys to work in the open and 
permitted them to remain indoors. 
Moseley, however, disagreed, charged 
the lads with insubordination, held 
a summary court-martial and eject- 
ed them from the camp. Although 
it was pay day they were not per- 
mitted to wait for the pay-off.

He yesterday again proved his 
“ncutrality” when he ordered out 
another battalion of the National 
Guard to the strike area in Jeffer- 


accepting the result of the negotia- 
tions between the U.M.W.A. officials 
and the mine owners. 

Two hundred miners picketing the 
Porter mine accosted scabs, asking 
them to join the strike. Sheriff 
Hawkins called on Governor Miller 
and General Persons for more 
troops. “It’s a question of bloodshed 
or backing down,” the sheriff de- 
clared. 

Troops were also sent to Bradford 
mine. The mine company truck 
carrying 17 extra guardsmen to Al- 
ridge refused to halt on the miners’ 
demand, so it was fired on. 

Miners’ Victory 

The case against the little Ca- 
haba miners for disarming 15 thugs, 
deputized as sheriffs, was held over 
by the grand jury, as they “felt it 
not advisable this time, in view of 
the situation, to indict.” This is a 
partial victory for the miners, 
though the indictment can be raised 
again later. 

Negro and white miners, as well 
as employed and unemployed, are 
fighting militantly. But real leader- 
ship from the rank and file must be 
elected. The miners ranks must be 
consolidated around their own de- 
mands to prevent sell-outs and the 
breaking of the strike by the labor 
board’s maneuverings. 

The U.M.W.A. rank and file oppo- 
sition is organizing to help spread 
the strike, calling on the miners to 
close all mines, and elect their own 
strike committees “wit sole powers 
of negotiation and settlement.

They are rallying the miners 
around the following demands: 
Recognition of the union, with 
check-off for union dues going to 
the local treasuries; against all com- 
pany union schemes; a basic day 
rate of $3.40 for outside workers, 
and $4.40 for inside labor; 62 cents 
per ton, with a minimum of four 
cars a day; abolition of contracting; 
equal pay for equal work, and the 
right of Negro miners to any job; an 
eight-hour day; re-installing of free 
transportation to work and fer 
larger bath-houses; reduction in 
high commissary prices and lower 
powder prices; government cash re- 
lief for all striking and unemployed 
miners.

NEW YORK—The following 
letter from an old member of the 
Socialist Party, who was active 
enough in the Party to receive the 
nomination for Mayor in one of 
the election campaigns, is signi- 
ficant of the gulf that is develop- 
ing between the rank and file and 
lower official ranks of the Party 
and the upper leadership.

After ten years experience in in- 
dustry— working at all sorts of jobs, 
such as production clerk, stock 
clerk, machinist, expert typewriter 
mechanic, timekeeper, office man- 
ager—and seeing the rottenness of 
our capitalistic system, I studied for 
and entered the Universalist min- 
istry with the hope of doing some-

thing about helping people secure 
the abundant life. In the time that 
has passed since my entrance into 
the ministry I have devoted long 
and serious study to causes and 
effects. I have sought to compre- 
hend the forces which play into 
life.“One purpose has guided me in 
my search—te know the truth. 
When I discovered that some re- 
ligious doctrine was baseless or er- 
roneous, I discarded it. When I rec- 
ognized a prejudice, I abolished it, 
so that after several years of con- 
centrated study and thought on 
history, philosophy, theology, sci- 
ence, logic, dialectics, etc., I gradu- 
ally and irresistably came to a re- 


only way out of the ro 
the capitalistic system. 

About a year ago I had abolished 
enough of my bourgeois prejudices 
to openly profess my stand for So- 
cialism. Being an American of Eng- 
lish ancestry which dates back to 
the colonia] days of this country, I 
had plenty of conceits and pre- 
judices. But following truth, those 
prejudices had to fall. Last fall I 
was candidate Mayor of this city 
on the Socia ticket. Since then 
I have read the New Leader and 
the American Guardian and several 
books on Socialism with an eye for 
methods and policies as well as 
cheories. I have been impressed with 
the large amount of bourgeois pre- 
judices possessed by the Socialists 
I have met.
